4 A Proclamation for the due making and 
| ſizing of Bricke, 


— ME Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, ſhortly after His firſt happy entrance into this 
| 2 kingdome, taking into His Royall conſideration the great decay and con- 
2 e | CG ſumption of Timber, and the neceſſity of pzeſeruation thereof, foz moſt 
2 >-<@Q/\ neceſlary vſes, and eſpecially foꝛ the ſhipping and Nauy ofthis Realme, 
(au eſpectall part of the defence and ſafety of the ſame) and that in the very 
City of London ( beuig the pꝛincipall City of this kingdome , and His Ma⸗ 
Nieſties Royall Chamber, whereunto, not onely the Noblemenand Gentry 

ot this Realme. but alſo the States, Ambaſſadours, and others of fozren 
„Nations doe continually reſoꝛzt) foꝛ want of ſufficient Timber, they were 
2 ' daylp dnuen to butld with 2Beech, and other like kinde of Timber of ſmall 
| = continuance (which in time, if the ſame were not pꝛeuented, would turne 

to the perill and decay of the ſame Citte ) did pꝛopoſe vnto himſeite, and reſolue ofa courſe of building 
with Bꝛicke, in. and neere the ſayd Citie of London, fozeſeeing the good enent that would enſue there- 
vbpon. And to that purpoſe ſithente, hath publiſhed diue s Pꝛotlamations, and granteddiners Com- 
nuſſions to (ome of the Lo2ds of his Pzime Counſelland others (bytime and experiente found ne⸗ 
teſſarp) foꝛ the better ozdering and effecting that ſo woꝛthy a wozke; whoſe care and endeuour in the 
execution of thoſe Pꝛotlamations and Commiſſions, His Maieſtie doth gractouſly accept,and highly 
commend. And whereas his Maieſtie, from time to tune remayning conſtant to his fozmer reſolutt- 
on, hath now found apparant and manifeſt, what himlelfe pꝛeiudged, that the materials of Baicke 
aͤre of karre better vſe then thole of Timber, fox ſuch of His Subiects as haue occaſion tobmild, in, oꝛ 
nere the ſayd City of London, and tendeth not onelp to the pꝛeleruation of the ſayd City, and places 
adioyning, from diners intonuenientes and miſchiefes, which might happen by reaſon of building 
the walles and foꝛefronts of houſes there with Timber, but allo to the beautifping aud adozning 


the lame City and places adiacent, to the honour, beauty, and luſtre thereof, which foz this lmall 


time of pꝛoceeding with Bzicke, is greatly applauded and appꝛooued, alwell by Ambaſſadours of 
toꝛren Nations, as others: His Maieſtie doeth therefoꝛe hereby encourage his lapd Commiſſioners, 
and reqmre them, as they haue begun with care and endeuour, fo to continue their vigtlancy ouer 
thislo gosd a wozke, and from time to time, to put in execution His Maieſlies gracious and Pancely 
dcommandements therein, and tochaſtiſe and refo2me all thoſe that are, oꝛ (hail be tontemptuous oz 
diſobe dient to the lame. 

And nowhis Maieſty finding, that the goodneſle of the wozke it ſeike hath onercome all oppoſiti⸗ 
on, ail men of quality and woꝛth molt readily and willingly pꝛoceeding therein; His Maieſtie to com⸗ 
foꝛt and encourage them in ſuch their tonfoꝛmitp, is moſt deſirous to pꝛouide that His Subiects, 
which (all haue tauſe to build, bee not by any ſiniſter pzactiſe , oz foꝛ any pꝛiuate reſpect wzonged . o2 
pꝛeiudited, euher by making of the ſayd materiall of Bꝛicke iuſi fficient, oꝛ by enhanſing, oz rayſing 
of the pꝛices thereof, being of neteſlity to bee vled; the ſayd materials of Barckes hauing beene of 
late peeres ( by the vndue courſes ofthe 252ztckemakers ) very ſlightly, inluffictentlp, and ul made, the 
earth being neither digged, noꝛ caſt vp in lealonable times, noꝛ well wzought, neither the Bzickes 
moulded, dꝛyed, and bur ned as they ougnt to be. Foꝛ pꝛeuention Whercof his Maieſtie, hauing (vp⸗ 
on deliberateconſideration and aduice, of men of iudgement, experiente, and Worth, foꝛ the generall 
good of his Subiects that ſhall bee occaſioned to build with Baicke ) cauſe theſeenſuing Inſtrutti⸗ 
ons and Directions to be deuiled, as rulcs to be oblerued, in the true making and ſale of Bꝛickes, Hath 
thought it neceſſary to publiſh the ſame to his louing Subiects, and doeth hereby ſtraitly charge and 
tommand, that no perſon oz perſons after the laſt day of this pꝛeſent moncth of Nouember, doe make 
oꝛ tauſe to be made within fiue miles of any the gates ofthe ſayd City of London. oz bzing oꝛ conuey,o2 
cauſe to be bꝛought o2 conueyed, eyther by water oꝛ by land vnto the ſayd City of London, oz any plate 
oꝛ plates within fiue miles of the gates of the ſame City, oz vtter, fell, oꝛ put to ſale, within the ſayd 
Citp, oꝛ in any place oꝛ places within fine miles thereof, as afoꝛeſapd, to any perſon oz perſons what- 
 ſoener, at any time oꝛ times hereafter, any Bꝛickes, made contrary to the true meaning of theſe His 

Maieſties Directions, oꝛ at any higher pꝛite oꝛ rate then is herein after mentioned, vpon paine of His 
Maieſties indignation, and dilplealure, and the leuereſt cenſure of his Court of Starre-chamber, 
and ſuch further paines and puniſhments, as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, map bee 
inflicted vpon them foꝛ their offences and contempt. 

Firſt, that the earth whereof the 2Bzickes (hall bee made, bee good and fit foꝛ that purpoſe; The 
firſt digging thereof to bee betweene the feaſts of S. Michael the Arch angel, and S. Thomas the Apo- 
ſtle; And the lecond digging,turning,o2 caſting vp ofthe layd earth to be, at, oꝛ befoze the laſt day of 
February enſuing ; And that no perſon whatſoeuer doe pzeſume to digge, 02 make any Backe in any 
place within one mile ofthe Gates of the layd City of London, from and after the laſt day of this pꝛe⸗ 


ſent moneth of Nouember. 
Item, that the ſayde earth bee ſufficiently and well Wzought and tempered befoze it bee moul- 


ded. 
Item, that the Bꝛickemakers mould, o2 cauſe to bee moulded, no earth foꝛ Bꝛicke, but onelp be⸗ 
tweene the feaſt of the Annunttation of the bleſſed Uirgin Mary, and the laſt day of Auguſt ycerely, 
and at no other time oꝛ ſeaſon, 

Item, that in the moulding of the ſayd Wꝛickes, the mouldes bee thꝛoughly and well filled, and not 
ſet in the mouldes, in the laying downe, aud that they bee ſuffictently and well dꝛied befoze they bee 
burned, and then carefully and thꝛoughly burned, | | 

Item, that foꝛ the Allize, euery Bꝛicke being burned, tonteine in length, nine inches, in bzeadth, 
— — quarter and halfe a quarter of au inch, and in thickneſſe, two inches and one quar⸗ 
ter of an inch. | 

Item, that foꝛ the pꝛite, they ſell not their Bꝛickes aboue the rate of eight ſhillings the thouſand, 
at the Kill, being made and wꝛought in goodneſfle and manner as afozelapd. 

And to the end his Maieſties care of this ſo blefull and neceſſary a materiall ſhould take effect; 
His Highneſſe wil and pleaſure is, and his Maieſtie doeth hereby command , That the Commiſſio⸗ 
ners fo2 buildings doe appoint either the Maſter and Wardens of the Company of B2icklaypers of 
the ſayd City of London, foꝛ the time being, oz ſuch other truſty perſons of ſkill and experience, as 
ſhall bee by the lavd Commiſſioners thought fit, from time to time to make ſearch and enquiry in all 
places within the City of London, andall other places within fine miles of the Gates of the ſayd Ci⸗ 
tie,aſwell of the due obſeruation of the Articles afozeſayd, as ofthe pꝛites heereby limited; And that 
where they ſhall finde any beach of any of thele His Mateſties Directions, That they from time

fo time make knowen the fame to his Maieſties Commiſſioners fo2 building, foꝛ the time beeing, 
with the names of the parties offending, whom we alſo hereby require and authoztze thereupon, to 
take due examination, alwellof any neglett oꝛ tontempt which hail be vſed by the ſayd Baicklayers, 
by tonntuenty 02 otherwile, as of the offences and contempts to bee tommitted by the Baickema- 
kers 02 others, making, carrying, bzinging, oz vttering any Wꝛickes, contrary to the true intent 
of the Directions àloꝛeſapd, and the ſame, together with the names of the offendours, from time 
to tune, to certifie to His Maieſties Atturney Generall, foꝛ the time being, to bee pꝛoteeded againſt in 
the ſayd high Court of Starre-Chamber, as wtlfull contemners of this his Maieſties pleaſure 
and commandement. = 
And where any neglect 02 contempt of this His Mateſties commanndement ſhall bee found 
tn places moꝛe remote, Hts Pateſtie doeth heerebp authozr3e and require His Juſtites of Peace, 
within their ſeuerall limits and diuiſions, and euerp of them to take due examination and notice of 
any offences and offendours, contrary to the true meaning of theſe His Maieſties Directions, as 
 afozeſayd, and to make knowen the ſame to His Mateſties ſayd Commiſſtoners foꝛ Buildings, and 
they to make further certificate bnto his Pateſties ſayd Atturney Generall, to bee pꝛolecuted in 
manner afozeſayd; whom Wee heereby commaund to ſue , and pzoſccute ſuch offendours accoz- 


dingly.
